"The pond is constructed with an 
overflow and a drainpipe which en- 
ables me to clean the pool when- 
ever necessary. It is supplied with 
the purest kind of water, that is 
rain water. As you no doubt know 
water never becomes contaminated 
unless some foreign matter is added 
to it. 

"I don't think it fair that I should 
be subjected to the whims of the 
town crack pots who seem to mind 
everybody's business but their own. 

"The pond has cost me about 
$200 to build, and was done to add 
beauty to my place. It serves the 
same purpose as a lawn flower or 
trees. 

"I have drained the water so that 
you or your representative may ex- 
amine it and see that what I say 
il correct,''

Taxes arc the most discussed sub- 
ject in the United States today — 
next to the war. The prevailing 
opinion with regard to them is that 
they should be cut. This docs not 
apply to the taxation made neces- 
sary for us to win. But to cuts in 
non-war expenses, Federal, State 
and local. 

This insistence upon reducing 
taxes levied for any purpose other 
than for war springs from the unl 
versal desire to make Victory cer- 
tain. Plain, old-fashioned, hard- 
headed American reasoning brings 
any thinking man or woman to the 
conclusion that the less anybody 
has to pay in State and local taxes, 
or for non-essential Federal pur- 
poses, the more able everybody will 
be to meet the heavy taxation due 
to war. 

In many states budgets have been 



cut deeply. Not just State budgets, 
but county, city, school, borough and 
township budgets, as well as those 
of other taxing units. New York 
State slashed millions from the 
budget as submitted. Missouri, 
Michigan, Maryland, Indiana, Okla- 
homa, Minnesota are a few of the 
other States which have taken com- 
parable action. Senator Byrd of 
Virginia is urging that $2,078,349,'- 
000 be cut from Federal spending, 
which he says is non-essential. 

These and other instances show 
the trend. It ls one that Pennsyl- 
vania could follow easily. There is 
a made-to-order opportunity to cut 
taxes in this State. It is the major 
problem with which the 1943 Legis- 
lature will be confronted. And the 
members of that Legislature will be 
nominated on May 19 and elected 
next November.

Editor's note: The following ar- 
ticle was written for Our Town 
by Dr. Walter Steckbeck, chairman 
of the Narberth Shade Tree Com- 
mission. 

The advent of spring brings many 
friends in the plant and animal 
worlds back to us, but it also brings 
certain enemies — both native and 
introduced. Not the least impor- 
tant of the native American pests 
is "Clisiocampa americana" or tent- 
caterpillar, scheduled to make its 
annual visitation before the end of 
April. 

While there are four species of 
this type of moth the best known 
and the most destructive is the 
apple-tree tent-caterpillar, with the 
fancy technical name given. It is 
the larvae of this insect which 
build the unsightly webs on wild 
cherry, apple and sometimes other 
trees. Like most insects, this de- 
structive form passes through four 
stages in its life history. At this 
time the rlng-Uke cluster of eggs 
are found on the smaller twigs of 
the trees attacked. These eggs will 
hatch very soon and the young 
larvae will Immediately begin to 
feed on the swelling buds and* the 
partly emerged leaves. The larvae 
are social, the entire brood that 
hatch from a cluster of eggs keep- 
ing together and building a tent in 
which they live when not feeding. 
The larvae leave the nest dally in

order to feed, and spin a silken 
thread wherever they go. 

The larvae become full btowii 
early in June, after about 40 day.'- 
of larval existence. When ready tc 
transform they leave the trees and 
make their cocoons in some shel- 
tered places. These cocoons arc 
quite peculiar in appearance, hav- 
ing a yellowish-white powder mixed 
with the silk. The pupal state lasts 
about three weeks and the moths 
which emerge from the cocoons are 
dull reddish brown, with two trans- 
verse whitish or pale yellow lines 
on the fore wings. The wing ex- 
panse is about one and one-half 
inches. During the two or three 
days of her short life the female 
moth deposits her three hundred 
eggs in a single ring-like cluster on 
tree twigs, each mass protected by 
a resinous secretion during the nine 
ensuing months. 

That the larvae of this insect are 
destructive, as well as unsightly, ls 
attested by the ragged appearance 
of the trees attacked. An entomol- 
ogist made the following pertinent 
observation: "They feed on the 
young and tender leaves, ana eat- 
ing on an average two leaves a day 
each the young of one pair of 
moths consume from ten to twelve 
hundred leaves, and as it Ls not 
uncommon. to find six to eight nests 
on a single tree, not less than

Adjust Rent Case 
Of W. P. A. Laborer 

Two cases were taken up by the 
Fair Rent Committee of the Lower 
Merion Council of Defense at its 
hearing Tuesday night in the Town- 
ship Building, Ardmore.

Senator James J. Davis is the most promising ray of hope 
that has slanted arross the future of the Republican Party in 
Pennsylvania since the Hoover era. 

His election as governor of the Commonwealth will do as 
much to re-instate liberal Republicanism as was promised na- 
tionally before the campaign of Wendell Willkio became abor- 
tive. 

And strangely enough the fabulously wealthy oil man of 
Ardmore — Joseph N. Pew — who tried to block Willkie — is 
the same man who wants to stop Senator Davis. 

Senator Davis is a God-send principally because he is a 
creation of little men, hard headed political leaders who have 
battled up through the ranks during some of the darkest Demo- 
cratic days. He is the creation of small office holders — county 
commissioners and the like — who have kept alive the spirit of 
Republicanism in scattered counties throughout the State. 



For Republicans, who live here, it is comforting to know 
that Montgomery, with other politically powerful counties, was 
part of the bloc that added momentum to the rolling wheels of 
the Jim Davis bandwagon. It is comforting to know that Mont- 
gomery's leadership was sufficiently awake to hear the thunder 
of the revolution that was shaking the party.

A diphtheria immunization pro- 
gram is being made ava.lable to 
the children and teachers of llv 
Narberth Public Schools under tne 
direction of Dr. Romaine C Hull- 
man, school phy-ician. and Edith 
W. Unruh. school health nure. 

Greater emphasis is be in it pl.ic'l 
on this wartime health program 
due to President Roosevelt s proc 
lamation culling for conserval.on 
of child health and immunization 
against diphtheria and smallpox. 

It wa.s found that ol those chil- 
dren receiving the Schick te^ : 
seventy-three percent were immune. 
The remaining twenty-seven per- 
cent were positive and were in- 
oculated against diphtheria. When 
the adult group was tested for im- 
munity to diphtheria sixty seven 
percent showed a positive react ion 
to the Schick test. They too were 
inoculated. 

Expressing a hope for a wider 
immunization plan in Narberth. Dr 
Hoffman said: 

"In view of the fact that such a 
large percentage of the adult per- 
sonnel of the school showed a posi- 
tive reaction to the Schick test, in- 
dicating a susceptibility to diph- 
theria if exposed to it. it might be 
desirable that the adult residents 
of Narberth have themselves check- 
ed in the event that diphtheria be 
introduced. Such an event is 
highly possible with migrating pop- 
ulations in wartime. Our town could 
best hope to eliminate diphtheria 
bv immunizing everyone "

75,000 leaves are devoured, a loss 
which no tree can long endure." 
The life history of this common 
pest may be of very considerable 
intereft to many readers, but the 
tree lovers and the tree owners may 
well have a more vital interest and 
the question arises "What is to be 
done about it?" Elimination ol 
many, or all. of the wild cherry 
trees in a town, or its environs, is 
a partial solution. When accessible 
the twigs with the egg masses 
should be clipped off. A lead ar- 
senate spray at the time of emer- 
gence of the young leaves is recom- 
mended as an aid. Later the easies 
way to light this pcsl is to destroy 
the webs containing the larvae a- 
soon as they apix'ar. This should 
be done early in the morning, or 
late in the afternoon, or on a cold 
day. when the larvae are not scat- 
tered over the tree feeding. The 
"buck 1.-. passed" on to the property 
owner.
